L/id Stompin' Tom Get It Right? 

Don't get me wrong. ..I'm a big fan 
of Stompin' Tom. And that might be 
because the roots of one of Canada's pop 
culture anthems 'Sudbury Saturday Night' 
are found at Sudbury's coolest venue for 
live music, The Townehouse.

Sudbury's blue collar mining roots in one 
catchy tune have mythologized Sudbury 
for many Canadians, I don't think he quite 
imagined Sudbury in the new millennium.

issues than to meet with like- 
minded individuals and dis- 
cuss your concerns. 

If you ask me, the 
biggest "democratic deficit" we 
suffer from is a lack of involve- 
ment. Voter turnout is lowest 
among our age group, and it 
is time to change that. It is no 
surprise to me that politicians 
tend to ignore youth issues, 
youths ignore politics. When 
young people represent a 
strong force in elections, as 
say seniors do, (the group 
with the highest voter turnout) 
the politicians will address our 
concerns. 

Your enlightenment at 
University will occur both in 
and outside the classroom. If 
all of your down time this year 
is consumed in escaping reali- 
ty, reality will not escape you. 
The reality is the elections that 
will occur this year will have a 
significant effect on your daily 
lives. Your vote is your say, 
make sure it is an enlightened 
one.
